DETECTIVES CONSIDER THIS AN 
IMPORTANT CLEW. 


Barnes Refuses to Sign the Confession 
He Gave the Poiice and Says He 
Did It Simply to Quiet His 
Wife—Her Story. 


John Nelsen, the train 1obber who gave 
Battle to 10 detectives in front of his home 
at 3653 Finney avenue early Friday morning 
and who escaped after waundinzg George 
Murray, chief of detectives of the 
Central Railway, is a dccomed man. 

According to information obtained by 
Post-Dispatch, his fate will be either death 
or capture. 

While he is being hunted 
Nelson is suffering from a deadly poison. 
Detectives of the Illinois Central have 
learned that he was bitten by a mocagsin 
enake just before he embarked with 
ceompanicns in a small boat after 
Wickliffe train robbery. ‘klhey have learned 
tliat the effect of the bite made it 
qossible for nim to walk and that ft 
necessary to carry him te the boat 
Vihen he reached St. Louls he was suf- 
fering with a high fever and rapilly grew 
worse. It is now belleved that he was ap- 
proaching delirium when he made uis re- 
markable fight Friday morning. Every ef- 
fort has been made to keep this clew secret. 
It is regarded by the detectives as extremely 
Valuable, because it is belleved that sooner 
or later Nelson will be forced to seek treat- 
ment for the snake bite. The only other al- 
ternative will be death. 

So far as is known Nelson has not yet re- 
ceived any treatment. By watching for a 
man with a snakebite in ail towne in the 
South and West it is believed by the delec- 
tives that they will succeed in locating Nel- 
son even if other well-laid plans fail.

ference With him Saturday morning. On 
leaving Murray’s room Mr. Parker sald to 
the Post-Dispatch: 

“TT have given positive 
instructions cf Dr. Carson be followed fo 
the letter, and that no one be permitted , 
io see Murray. His condition makes it 
nbsolutely necessary that he be not dis- | 
turbed at this time. I think I can safely, 
say that he is well on the way to recovery 
and that he will probably be able to re- 
sume his duties In about five days. Con- 
versation weakens him egreatiy. The scene 
left a vivid impression in his mind and he 
becomes excited when he retells the story 
of the battle. 

“His statement does not differ maicrially 
from those already published. His expiana- 
tion of Nelson's escape is that all of the de- 
tectivea were behind Nelson, and thai once 
across the street the fugitive was protected 
by the follage and tree boxes. Murray was 
disabled early in the chase. There seems to 
have been some misunderstanding as to the 
exact manner in which he was wounded. lle 
tells me that he was forced to hold on to the 
railing of the porch with his right hand and 
had his revolver in his jeft hand. Neison’s 
first shot shattered Murray's left thumb and 
knocked the revolver from his hand. lie 
stooped to pick up the weapon with his righ 
hand when Nelson fired a second time. 
bullet passing through the detective’s right 
arm. Murray belleves Nelson was wounded. 

“The trailing of these men and the eap- 
ture of Barnes was a remarkable piece of 
work. In the round-up both the rafjroad de- 
tectives and the members of the St. Louis 
department deserve the greatest credit. Un- 
der the circumstances no blame can ulttach 
to anyone for the escape of Nelson.”’

IOWA SENATOR SUCCUMBS TO 
PROTRACTED ILLNESS. 


WAS LONG IN PUBLIC LIFE. 


Twice Served as Speaker in Legisla- 
ture, Three Terms as Congress- 
man and Then in the Senate. 


WASHINGTON, July 14.--United States 
Senator Gear of Iowa died at his apartMents 
in the Portland at 4:28 this morning of heart 
failure. He was in his usual health up to 
2:30 a. m., when he was attacked. Doctors 
were immediately summoned, but their ef- 
forts were unavailing. 

John Henry Gear was born in Ithaca, N. 
Y., April 7, 1825. He received a common 
school education and removed to Galena, 
Tll., in 1836. In 18388 he became a resident of 
Fort Snelling, Minn.. and five years later 
removed to Burlington, where he has since 
lived. He engaged in merchandising, and 
sre followed business when not in poli- 
tics. he first a office held by Mr. Gear 
was augue of Burlington, to which office he 


was elected in 1858. He was elec cted to the

house of the Fourteenth General Assembly, 
which convened Jan. 8, 1872 and was re-elect- 
ed two years later. 

This general assembly, whieh convened 
Jan. 12, 1874, was the famous granger legis- 
lature, and a deadlock occurred In ‘the 
house «aver the speakersh!p, the grangers 
and Demccrats having 50 memoers and the 
Republicans }})=. The deadlock was finally 
troken by the eleovtion of Gear to the 
tpeakership by the vote of the. member 
from Clinton County, wha had been elected 
as an independent Republican and who had 
been voting with the grangers. fe was 
Willing to vote for Gear, but for no other 
Republic in. Mr. Gear was again elected 
to the hwise in 1875, and wus re-elected 
to the speakership when the general as- 
sembly met in January. 

In 1877 Mr. Gear was the candidate of his 
party for ggvernor. He was bitterly fought 
by the pro hibitiontists both before and after 
the nomination, but was triumpaAanitly elect- 
ed and was inaugurated Jan. 15, 1878, Chief 
Justice Rothrock administering the oath of 
office. He was re-elected and retired from 
the office Jan. 12, 1882. Mr. Gear wae elect- 
ed to congress from the first disrrict in 1886, 
and re-elected in 1888. In 1890 John J. Seer- 
ley of Burlington, who had teen defeated 
by Gear two years before, was again the 
democratic candidate and Mr. Gear was re- 
tired. He was again the republican candl- 
date in 1892, and this time defeated Seerley 
and served his third term in congress. Upon 
his retirement from the Fifty-finst Congress 
Mr. Gear became assistant secretary of 
state under the Harrison administration 


and served to its close. 


Mr. Gear served on the ways and means 


committee in the Fifty-first and Fifty-third 
Congresses and was elected to the United 


States Senate to succeed Senator Wilson, 
his term beginning March 3, 1895.

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TAXING FRANCHISES 

The State Board of Equalization is engaged this week in 
hearing arguments on the assessments upon the franchises 
of quasi-public corporations. 

On July 25, 1899, the Board asserted its right to assess 
franchises on the same basis as tangible property. In pursu- 
ance of this the valuation of St. Louis street railway prop- 
erty ‘was raised 140 per cent, or from $7,394,504 ta $18,000,000, 
the gain to the State, city and schools being $222,000. The 
values were fixed approximately on a basis of 46 per cent of 
market values. 

There must be no backward step this year. The principle 
is established and the only question is one merely of justice 
in valuation. 

The Stdte Democratic platform 
June 6, 1909, contained this plank: 

“We believe all corporations doing business in this State 
should bear the just proportion of taxation; we therefore de- 
mand the taxation of all corporate franchises, both domestic 
and foreign, doing business in the State.” 

Every consideration of public welfare demands the most un- 
compromising application of this principle. And political ex- 
pediency requires that Democratic officials should not falter 
in doing their duty. There is an overwhelming popular de- 
mand that this species of property be taxed without abate- 
ment, exactly as real estate or any other wealth taxed. 
Nothing short of this will satisfy the people of Missouri.
